“That's because the principle 
underlying a reducing dict Is to 
cut out foods that. cause futty 
deposits in the body,” I ex- 
plained. “So the doctor in- 
varinbly advises little or no 
fat, no sugar or sweets, and a 
greatly restricted omount of 
cereals, bread ‘and potato, 
which are clussed as starchy 
foods. But 0 little starch is 
needed ench day to act as fucl 
In the body to burn up the 
other food, so it can be 
utilised. So if you are trying 
to reduce you can take your 
cholce; two slices of bread na 
day ‘or two average-sized 
potatoes. They have similar 
food and caloric values. But 
fortunately most people—and 
this includes young children 
and adoleseents—don't have to 
worry about reducing, « When 
cooked | to save full values, 
potatoes” are an important 
‘source of vitamin C and some

“How about peeling the 
potatoes? How much is 
wasted?" 

“Plenty,” I said. "In the first 
place potatoes . should not be 
peeled except In rare cases as 
when fricd raw, or roasted In 
the pan with meat.

behind the American plan, 
for economic assistance to 
backward countries, in the 
United Nations today’ but 
India criticised the plan be- 
cause it did not say specfi- 
cally. who' was going to pay 
for it.

We are conscious that, however 
bold the programme, oll that 
can be done in the first’ few 
years ‘cannot be suficient...\for 
the vast underdeveloped orens of 
the world, I know Iam volcing 
the opinion of the majority of 
members of, the Coungil when 
1 say how much we welcome 
the lead given by President 
Truman in his inaugural address 
on the problem of develop- 
ment.” 


READY AND ANXIOUS 


The Under-Sceretary warned, 
however, that the United 
Nations should confine the 
administration of any assistance 
programme to one agency rather 
than spread its funds through 
various «special agencies ond 
regional commissions, although 
he added that the work of these 
agencies should continue while 
the new programme was. belng 
formulated. 

He sald Britain was “ready 
and anxious” to compete with 
other countries, ‘both within 
and outside United Nations 
machinery,” to contribute 
technicat assistance to the 
‘world’s backward areas, within 
itg means. He pointed out that 
Britain had currently embarked 
on a ten-year programme for 
development of {ts colonial 
areas, which include many of 
the world's under developed

Mr Mayhew urged the United 
Nations to aim at lowering of
